The emphasis that is justly laid upon 


self-denial as an important element in 
right-doing sometimes leads us to under 
rate all actions that do not include it 
The palpable exhibitions of selfish injus- 
tice that casts all self-denial to the winds 
and seeks only personal and present 
gratifications are so repulsive to the just 
and generous that they are apt to divide 
all actions longhly into two classes—the 
one self pleasing and wrong, the other 
self-denying and right. 


Such a classification, however, is not 


merely rough, it is absolutely enoneous 
The value of self denial does not leside 
in itself as an end, but only as a means 
to a higher state in which it is no longer 
needed 
For example, a greedy child 


needs careful training in habits requir- 
ing conttant self denial—but years pass, 
the habit of restraint is acquired, reason 
dominates, and m maturity he no longer 
finds tlit need of self denial in this direc- 
tion, for a more intelligent self love pre 
feis the possession of health to the in- 
dulgence ot the palate The right-doing 
that was once so painful has become 
pleasant 
So the child who selfishly 


snatches the piop»ity of his playmate 
violently away, 
presently learns by 


teaching and expenence the far higher 
enjoymtnt of justice and sympathy, and 
when he is a man it costs him no pain to 
retrain fiom snatching his neighboi s 
pnioe, although hmdesiiefoi money may 
be even stronger than his childish desire 
for the coveted plaything 


So, in every case, self denial is like a 


road which must be traveled to reach 
some desned end, but which we gladly 
leave behind us vi hen the goal is reached. 
It is when right doing no longer costs a 
pang that it arrives at its best condition 
Moral piogicss is not sun 
/ the work- 


ing up to a self denying condition of 
mind, it is also working thiough self- 
denial to pleasurable well doing While, 
therefoie, it IB needful to insist on self 
denial whenever right action demands 
it, it is by no means just to limit our ap- 
proval to thoae actions alone 


There is indeed a verj large propor- 


tion of food and noble deeds that contain 
no element of self denial, they are per- 
formed with pleasure and avidity, there 
is no painful sense of obligation, no 
struggle, no collision of motives. The 
parent who truly and intelligently loves 
his thildun does not pause to consider 
his own case when then necessities de 
mind his exertion , theio is no contest 
m his mmd between his duty to them 
and 111= o\vn happiness, ioi the two are 
consonant, his heart spimgs to plan 
and labor tor then good and in doing 
this ho best pleases himself 
The hero 


who claims our admnahon by leaping 
into the fire or the water unhesitatingly 
to save another s life lias not been com- 
pelled or'driven to the act by a sense of 
duty, at war with, and finally oveicom- 
ing his deine ot safety 
It is, on the 


contrary, his quick and ready sympathy 
springing to action without conscious 
self denial which commands the homage 
of ever} lookci on 


I\ot in eitraoidinaiy cases alone, but 


in the eveij day affans of life, much of 
the right doing is pleasant. It is not 
self denial that makes the lover of jus 
tice upright and honorable in all his 
dealings , he could not descend to mean 
ness or unfairness in his business, 01 
take advantage ot poveity or ignorance 
to enrich himselt without a personal 
sense of digiadation fa" more painful to 
bear thin inv pecuni iry loss 
So the 


geneioiib and bjmpathetic man bestows 
his time, thought 01 money upon those 
who IK edit, with pltasuie to himself, 
not with pnin 
The patriotic statesman 


in securing the welfare of his countiy is 
fulfilling his own eainest desire

strivei after excellence in any occcupa
